Warden Auaphrey of the Levleburg penitentiary called me 
this afternoon to report on the interview of David Greenglass acd

The Warden advised that they spent very little time with 
Harry Gold and their only purpose was to get him an affidavit 
concerning his knowledge of someone who had apparently been called 
before the Jenner committee* The affidavit had no coi^ection with 
the Ifoxnouth oases ax^ Gold stated that he knew nothing whatever 
about the investigation* k copy of the Gold affidavit is being 
forwarded here* 

The interview with Greenness was of considerably longer 
duration axid the questioning took place in the presence of Nr* 0* 

John Rogge. From what the Warden tells me I judge that Green^ass 
was glad to talk but spent almost all of his time repeating information 
he had previously given on the stand at the time he testified in the 
Rosenberg case* The Warden believes he named no one not known in 
connection with either the trial or the investigation of the Rosenberg 
case* Greenglass couldn't identify any of the names mentioned to Hiin 
by the investigators in connection with the lionmouth cases* Appar>> 
ently Greenglass preceded almost every question he was asked with 
the phrase, “As I told such-and-such an FBI agent. 


The conversation throughout the inquiry was modulated and 
there were no efforts to threaten or browbeat either Gold or Green- 
glass. The Warden is reducing his report and recollections to writing 
and will forward it to this office* 


Incidentally, Mr* Ck>hn stated that he would recommend to 
Senator NcCarthy that Greenglass be called to Hew Tork to testify 
first of all in the executive session and then later apparently in 
piblio.

Barr was employed at Fort Monmouth from 7^1-40, to B-S3^42, andA 
was dismissed when it uas disclosed he had signed a CP petition in 1939*^^ 

Greenglasa advised us during the Rosenberg investigation that ^ 

( when Rosenberg attempted to persuade him to flee the country, Rosenberg ^ 
stated more important persona than areen^lass left the country and »en- 
tioned that Barr had left and was working for the Russians in Europe* A 

Our files do not reflect that Barr ever talked with tfreen^Vs ^ 
llObout his espionage activities* Further, our files do not reflect \A NS 
yi?osenberp told Greenglase he or Barr was engaged in espionage in the \ v 
f Signal Corps.

Green glass *advised the McCarthy Cowaittee that he] ^ 
learned the Rosenberg ring obtained secrets from, the Amy - / ^ 

Signal Corps as ihe result of the following details relatedi • -t 
to him by Rosenberg: 

(l) Rosenberg inaa employed by the Army Signal - . 
Corps during World War XI arid worked at Fort MonTsouth and 
other places, such Smerson, which had contracts with the 
Signal Corps* 

COMMENT * Rosenberg was employed by the Army Signal Corps 
from September, 1940 to February, 1945, when he was dismissed 
pfor being a Communist* Me was an inspector uho had been 
Assigned to various private plants having Signal Corps con- 
tracts, among these plants being the Emerson Company * 

•Rosenberg was never employed at Fort Monmouth j although he 
did attend a training school from September, 1940 to December, 
1940, when he was preparing for his fob aa an inspector* 

(s) Rosenberg told Oreenglass that the Russians 
had a very poor electronics industry and it was of utmost 
importance that information of on electronics nature be 
obtained such as electronic valves, tubes, etc* 

COMMENT - The signed statement of David Oreenglass dated 
7-17-50, which he furnished agents states: ^Rosenberg 
lAoa told me that the Russians are very weak in electronics 
Tond rodio tubes and any info rmat ion in that regard, is 
jvery valuable to them*" (65-58R36-3R0 page RW) 

(3j Rosenberg gave all the tube manuals he could 
get his hands on to the Russians, some of which were classi- 
fied top secret* 

COMMENT - A check of available files in the Rosenberg and 
Oreenglass eases does not reflect (?raenplaaa specifically 
told us Rosenberg had taken tube manuals* Sowever, it is 




noted that during the search of the Boeenherg apartment 
on ?^X7-S0f by Bureau agents incidental to Bosenberg^s 
arrest^ agents located two War Department technical 
wianuals which related to milling machines • Colonel Dawson 
of G^S examined these manuals and stated there was no 
record that these manuals were ever classifiedm He advised 
that Bosenberg violated no security regulations for having 
these manuals in his possession, T65^S$236S28 page 192, d 
serial 926) 

On 11^23^53, Oreenglass was interviewed by an agent 
of the Philadelphia Office at Lewisburg Penitentiary and he 
advised that the information concerning tube manuals had 
come to his mind only the day before (ll*-22-S3), 

(4) About 1947 Rosenberg advised Greenglasa he 
had obtained from a friend information concerning a thinking 
machine which mould send out interceptor guided missiles 
to knock out enemy guided taissiles detected by our radar, 

COMMENT - A review of available files in the Oreenglass and 
Bosenberg cases fails to reflect that Oreenglass specifically 
furnished us information concerning a thinking machine, 
Greenglass told us of various data Bosenberg allegedly obtained 
from his contacts such as information on the sky platform 
project^ mathematics relating to atomic energy propulsion of 
airplanes and information on jet planes, (65-56 236^^3 26, pages 
21 , 22 ) 


In an interview of Oreenglass on 11-23-53, by a 
Bureau agent he Stated that the information concerning the 
thinking machine was furnished to him by Rosenberg at the 
same time Bosenberg mentioned receiving information on the 
sky platform project, 

(5) After the war when Bosenberg was in private 
business, he used his Signal Corps contacts in attempts 
to obtain contracts and made a number of trips to Signal 
Corps officials in Philadelphia for this purpose, Bosenberg 
also used these trips to see espionage contacts, 

,OOMUEHT - In a statement on 7-17-50, Oreenglass advised us 
that he learned during his association with Bosenberg in 
business from 1946 to 1949, that Rosenberg had espionage 
contacts in Cleveland, Ohio, and in upstate Hew York at

told us Boaenberg was regularly seeing a purchaa ing agent

Boaenberg told Green glass that while employed 
for the Signal Corps at Emerson he stole a proximity fuse 
by putting it in his brief case and gave it to the Busaians, 

COMMENT - Greenglass previously furnished this info mat ion 
to us in his signed statement of 7-I7“50. Greenglass also 
testified concerning thia at the trial, (65^56236*'320 page 22) 

(8) Greenglass named Joel Barr aa another member of 
the Boaenberg ring who committed espionage in the Signal Corps, 
Barr had worked at Fort Monmouth and later at Sperry Gyroscope 
Company, hake Success, , New York, Greenglass related that 
Rosenberg, in trying to convince Greenglass to flee the United 
States, teld Greenglaaa more important people had left and 
Boaenberg specifically mentioned Barr, Boaenberg told Greenglaaa 
that Barr was one of those who gave him information on electronics 
and the thinking machine, 

COMMENT - Our files reflect that in 1950 and 1951 Greenglass 
had inquired of Boaenberg in 1947, shortly prior to Barr^s 
departure for Europe, if Barr and his girl friend, Vivian 
Glassman, were in the eapionape aetup* Rosenberg cmsyfired

At the suggestion of Mr. Belmont, I spoke"”t6 jSepu^** 
Attorney General William Rogers regarding our memorandum of 
February 5th pointing out the fact that it would be more convenient for 
the mother of David Greenglass to see him at Danbury Prison rather than 
at Lewisburg, which memo also makes the point that in view of Mrs. 
Greenglass' physical conditicm, she would not get to see her son in the 
future. . y 

Rogers stated he thoroughly agreed that Greenglass 


I shou^L^e transferred to Danbury and while I was with him, he called 
Jin^Jpennett on the phone. Bennett apparently had already sent a memo 
to Rogers, which Rogers had not seen, Bennett made three points in 
ppposing the transferring of Greenglass to Danbury. ^Qne, they have a 
rule in force in Danbury providing that individuals will not be assigned 
there who are serving prison terms in excess of five years. Secon^y, 

Bennett stated that if Greenglass were to be transferred to DanburyT™ it 
would give the appearance he was a stool pigeon and this would be bad. 
^Thirdly. Bennett told Rogers there was some concern about the physical 
security of Greenglass from threats inasmuch as he had testified against 
his own sister; that at Lewisburg they have him working In a shop with 

one person, who is thoroughly reliable; that they would not have same 
amount of security at Danbury. Bennett told Rogers it would be possible 
to work out a plan whereby at periodic intervals they sent Greenglass to 
Danbury for short periods of time, via bus,^ <^the ground he_had
